Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued the combination of LaJoie and Hendricks with 
respect to claim 13. Applicant pointed out that the secondary reference (Hendricks) taught two independent bit 
streams instead of two bit streams which are linked as called for in claim 13. Applicant further argued that the tables in 
Figure 5 of LaJoie would not necessarily be sent down in two separate bit streams. It is noted that in column 11, line 
45 of LaJoie does disclose that the "service information" is sent via MPEG-2, which is inherently a bit stream, but there 
is no disclosure of two separate bit streams as specifically called for in claim 13. 

The Office Action mailed 10/24/02 is hereby vacated. An Office Action on the merits will be forthcoming. 
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
